AN EGYPTIAN QUEEN'S TOMB. 


Archeology, it must be confessed, is some- 
times dull, Men. whose energies are fully oc- 
cupied with the living present find a difficulty 
in appreciating the interest of arrow-heads 
many hundreds of years old, of ancient tumuli 
and mysterious monuments, But two branches 
of archeology arouse an interest not provoked 
by others: Roman, because it has so much to 
tell us of a power and dominion not unlike our 
own; Egyptian, on account of the vividness 
with which it spells out stories of oneof the 
most picturesque of civilisations, 

Egyptology is a very human study. It pre- 
sents fascinating glimpses which might almost 
be called visions, and in the bones of history— 
the history, that. is, of the manners and 
customs of a vanished people—it is rich, We 
have never, however,. in the whole record of 
Egyptian exploration, hit on a more absorbing 
bit of history than is recounted and recalled 
by the latest discovery at Thebes, and, if 
any intelligent man _ still believes that 
Egyptology is dull, we recommend him to 
study this account of the good fortune of Mr. 
Theodore M. Davis, 

Some time back Mr. Davis discovered the 
¢«omb of the parents of the Egyptian Queen 
Teie, and recently has come upon the “1omb 
and mummy of Queen Teie herself. /Great is 
therefore the reward granted to what is. pro- 
perly described as his costly and persevering 
labours in clearing away the rubbish in the 
Valley of the Tombs of the’ Kings and prob- 
ing every inch of ground there. The tomb, we 
are told, is a plain square sepulchre cut out 
of the rock and approached by a descent of 
twenty steps, Unfortunately it lay in the bed 
of a watercourse, angl, owing to the percolation 
of the water through the rock, such perishable 
objects as the wood and the royal mummy 
have suffered severely, ‘Apart from this, how- 
ever, the tomb, when entered, was in the 
same condition as that in which it had been 
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left by the priests amid the throes of a reli- 
sious revolution that had spent its force before 
Moses was born.” The coffin is a superb exam- 


acs 


ple of the jeweller’s art. There were bracelets

itself on the arms of the mummy, which _ 


was wrapped from head to foot in sheets 
of, gold ; and round the neck was a 
neck labe of gold beads and ornaments of gold 
inlaid with precious stones; while the head 
was still encircled by an object “priceless and 
unique”—the imperial crown of the queens of 
ancient Egypt. “It was difficult,” says the 
writer who tells the story of the discovery, in 
the ‘‘Times” of the 8th inst.,‘‘to avoid a feeling 
of awe when handling this‘symbol of ancient 
sovereignty, which has thus risen up, as it 
were, from the depths of a vanished world,” 

But, curiously enough, the deepest human 
interest of the discovery lies not in what was 
found but in what had disappeared. The tomb 
had been violated : the doorway of piled stones 
partially broken through, the wooden doors 
wrenched from their hinges, the great cata- 
falque torn in pieces, and the mummy turned 
over, As the gold was left, this could not have 
been the work of thieves. The marks of destrac- 
tion were very, very old. What, then, was 
the object of the destroyers ? | 

Close examination left no doubt on that 
point, ahd history aided in the elucidation. 
Teie was the mother and inspirer of the famous 
“Heretic King,” Amenhotep TV., who changed 
his name to Akh-en-Aten, He it was who 
broke away from the religious traditions of 
Egypt and endeavoured to introduce a new 
and foreign creed. The worship of Amon was 
proscribed, and its devotees were persecuted, 
Akh-en-Aten tried hard, according to the 
methods which in after became so dolo- 


methods which in after ages became so dolo- 
rously familiar to man, to turn his people from 


‘the religion of their fathers to a Pantheistic 


monotheism, the visible symbol of which was 
the sun. Bitter was the struggle between him 
and the priesthood of Thebes, and the priests 
won, The Pharaoh was obliged to flee from 
the country, and to found a new: capital,: 

wherein he raised a temple to the omnipresent 
deity, and preached, taught, and regulated the 
new faith by royal decrees, 

When Teie was buried the effigy of her son 
was placed in various parts of the funeral 
furniture and the tomb, and it was to destroy 
every such trace of Akh-en Aten that in the 
far remote past her resting-place was disturbed, 


The significant . things which were missing - 


were the vestiges of’ her relationship to the 
Heretic King, The mummy was turned over 
in order to erase the name of Akh-en-Aten, 
incised on the sheet of gold which lay beneath 
it. “Wherever the name of the heretic was 
found it was carefully destr »xyed, and the figure 
of the King, adoring the solar disc, which had 
been engraved on one of the gold plates of the 
catafalque, is chiselled out, The men, however, 


ty 


who thus violated the tomb were no common . 


robbers ; the jewellery of the Queen and the 
sheets of solidyéld with whieh the sepulchre 
is literally filled Were left untouched ; the 


havoc they wrought was the resu't of selivious : 


zeal, and even the needs of ‘mother Church’ 
were not sufficient to,make them carry away 
the gold that had been polluted by heresy, 
Wherever the excavators walked they trod 
upon fragments of gold plate and gold leaf.” 
But why, it may be asked, was the Queen 
herself undisturbed # It is plausibly suggested 
that the priests of Thebes did not make war 
upon women, or perhaps considered that Tei 
being a foreigner, was within, her Site is in 
refusing to worship the gods of Egyp . Por- 
trait-heads of the Queen were found in the 
tomb, One is made of Egyptian alabaster, 
with the eyebrows and eyeballs represented by 
‘inlays of lapis lazuli and obsidian. It shows 
Teie to have been beautiful. The face is that 
of a woman “at once masterful and engaging.” 
There are few traces of Egyptian descent about 
it. The curve of the nose is European rather 
chan African. An alien, Teie had a right to be 
eccentricin her faith. Thebes respected her in 
death when it had no mercy for her son.

This improvement in the 
financial position of the library is mainly. dae 
to the increase in the amount received as 
subscriptions. The number of subscribérs at 
the end of 1906 was 192, not including monthly 
subscribers ; of these, 144 were annual, 15 
half yearly, and 83 qaarterly subscribers. There 
were 850 books added to the library in the 
course of 1906, incloding 209 works of fiction, 
121 of general literature, and 20 on Egypt. In 
this connecticn, it is interesting to notice that 
the demand for fiction is very much in excess 
of that of other books, even allowing tor the 
extra time which may be required to read the 
larger works of general literatare. In addition 
tothe new books already mentioned, which 
were purchased in 19''6, a new and complete 
set of the Waverley Novels was added to the 
library.. A new catalogue has been printed, and 
is at the disposal of subscribers.

Thiepaseage is even mora explicit than the | 
one cited in the notice in ths “Gazitte” ab 
demonstrating Mr. Dicey’s standpoiut, which 
simply amounts to the single objection that if 
the capitulations be tampered with in the way 
Lord Cromer suggests in his last Report it will 
result in giving the British representative ‘too 
autocratic a power. . ; 

Now this point is ahsolately contrary to the | 
line of reasoning of the Italian Chamber of | 
Commérce 
declared against Lord Cromér’s scheme on thé 
ground that it woald be tantamount to hand- 
ing over the rights ahd privileges of thé 
Europeans to the natives. 

Yet, although the decision of tha Chamber is 
diametrically oppo ed to Mr. Dicey’s opinion 
as enunciated in “The Egypt of the Fature,” 
only a fortnight ago that gentleman wrotd 
- in favour of it. It appears incredible that sach 
opposite points of view could emanate from 
the same person; yet here is what Mr Dicey 
ssid in the'‘Daily ‘Telegraph’ a few days ego: — 

“The Alexandria (sic Italian) Chamter of 
Commerc3 has had ander its consideration for 
some weeks past Lord Cromer’s proposals for 
the abolition Of the capitalations. At their last 
meeting they are reported to have passed a 
resolution declaring that the Chamber, while 
recognising the good work accomplished by 
Great Britain in “Bgypt, is unfavourable to 
any change of the statu quo, as the Chamber 
considers that in their present state natives 
are unfit to be entrusted with the secarity ot 
foreigners io the country. ‘This is, to my mind, 
sound sense and plain Koglish !” 

Here we bave Mr. Dicey strong!y supporting 
the “sound sense” «f a resolution, which 
opposes any change in the capitalations on the 
ground that it willlead to the transfer of power 
to the natives, while he himself argues that 
the proposals of Lord Cromer will have the 
entirely different result of transferring all 
the power to his Lordship. What is tha cono!v- 
sion to be drawn from these iuconsistencies ? —
